47. (Currendy Amended) The marker of Claim 46 wherein the detectable mass is 
imageable, and remains imageable for at least the first predetermined time period of time, but then 
clears sufficiendy from the cavity site so as to not interfere with imaging of tissue adjacent the site 
during the second predetermined time period. 

48. (Previously Presented) The marker of Claim 47 wherein the detectable mass is 
imageable by at least one of methods consisting of: 

fluoroscopy; 
X-ray; 

Mammography; 

Magnetic resonance imaging; 

Ultrasound. 
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49. (Previously Presented) The marker of Claim 46 wherein the detectable mass is 
detectable by at least two remote imaging detection methods selected from the group consisting of: 

Magnetic resonance imaging (MRI); 

Ultrasound imaging; 

x-ray imaging; 

mammography; 

fluoroscopy. 

50. (Currendy Amended) The marker of Claim 46 wherein the detectable mass will 
interfere with imaging of tissue adjacent to the cavity site and will remain at the site in sufficient 
quantity to permit location of the cavity site by imaging through the first period of time and will 
then clear sufficientiy from the site so as to not interfere with imaging of tissue adjacent to the cavity 
site during the second period of time .
